Congress has apfJroprl- 
f.ted 1275,000.000—for expenditure up 
to and including 1921—for improve­ 
ment of the 2,500,000 miles of roads 
in tho United States. France plans 
to spen^ $152,000,000 on her national 
system of highways, which comprise 
t5,OOO miles. 
England has appropri­ 
ated $50,000,000 for expenditures on 
her 150,908 miles. 
> England has 239 citizens to every 
mile of road; there are 108 French­ 
men to every mile; and in America 
there are but 42 people to the mile. 
On the basis of these figures, the 
highway system of the United States 
will not equal the ratio of French 
mileage to area until we have 5,000,- 
000 miles of highway, while 7,500,- 
000 miles will be necessary to meet 
the English ratio.

Sweet potatoes deserve as careful 
handling as apples. 
In fact, they 
will not stand the rough handling 
that apples are often subjected to 
in grading and packing. 
- This statement may surprise many 
sweet potato growers who are not 
in the habit of taking pains to avoid 
bruising this product. 
The question 
of proper handling of sweet potatoes 
is one of several points touched on 
in a publication just issued by the 
Bureau of Plant Industry of 
the 
United States Department of Agri­ 
culture, Farmers’ Bulletin No, 1059, 
entitled “Sweet Potato Diseases.’’ 
One of the chief barriers to the 
extension of sweet potato groping 
in this country is the inability of 
farmers to keep sweet potatoes in 
storage so that they can bo placed 
on the market in 
winter 
when 
prices are good. 
Consequently most 
of the crop grown in the South is 
consumed locally or sold at digging 
time when prices are low. 
A few 
sweet potatoes go to northern mar­ 
kets in winter, and even in the 
South they cannot be obtained with 
any degree of certainty at that sea­ 
son. 
Specialists of the Department 
of Agriculture believe that if stor­ 
age methods and principles were 
better understood, far more sweet 
potatoes would be available for win­ 
ter use.

When some of the fowls of a flock 
have formed the habit slightly, a 
wide range with a change of diet, 
including a plentiful supply of ani­ 
mal feed, and freedom from insect 
pests, will usually correct this evil. 
Above all see that the fowls have 
plenty of Inducement to exercise. If 
the habit becomes .well formed It 
is very troublesome and may neces­ 
sitate the killing of some of the 
fowls in order to stop it.

Sweet potatoes will not 
stand frequent hauling, and for that 
reason it is unwise to disturb a pile 
or bin unless they are all marketed 
at the same time. The use of crates 
eliminates this difficulty. 
DJi Late for Storage. 
Potatoes 
intended

storage 
should be dug as late in the fall as 
is consistent with weather condi­ 
tions. 
This is usually just preced­ 
ing frost or after the 
first light 
frost. 
Frozen potatoes 
will 
not 
keep, and it is likely that a heavy 
frost will injure them to some ex­ 
tent. 
It is advisable after a heavy 
frost to cat the vines at once and 
dig. 
To wait too long may mean 
that in order to avoid freezes the 
potatoes must be dug during bad 
weather.

There are mysteries of the far and 
ancient East that, now and then 
through the centuries, may be pene­ 
trated by the occidental mind. Some 
of them have been—and one of them 
is soy sauce. 
That substance, they 
say, has gone into all the meat 
sauces—all the good ones, at least 
—that the Western world has con­ 
sumed through all the years. 
But 
it has been made only In the Far 
East—In Japan and China. 
Now, it 
has been made in the United States 
—by the government of the United 
States, through its fermentation ex­ 
perts in the Bureau of Chemistry of 
the Department of Agriculture. 
The work has been going on only 
about a year, and it is said to take 
five years to make some quality of 
soy sauce, but the specialists have 
turned out a sauce that has the 
beautiful golden-brown color of the 
oriental output and that has a fla­ 
vor much finer than the specialists 
themselves hoped for at the outset. 
The 
work 
will 
continue through 
other years, but, in the meantime, 
negotiations are pending with manu­ 
facturers who will probably produce 
it on a commercial acale In the 
United States. 
The work was be­ 
gan with the aid of a professor in 
the University of Tokio, and has

and business. 
The federation pro­ 
poses to acquaint the various legis­ 
lative bodies of the nation, both 
state and federffl, as to the desires 
and wishes of the farmer and in 
turn to keep its members informed 
regarding proposed legislative meas­ 
ures affecting the farmer. 
Educa­ 
tion by means of the closest co-op­ 
eration with the state and federal 
departments of agriculture, through 
demonstrations and otherwise, was 
one of the key-notes, of the conven­ 
tion.

hogs showed lesions of tuberculosis, j 
which at first the owner could noti 
account for. 
Later he admitted to 
the veterinarian investigating 
the 
case that several months before he 
had fed to the hogs the carcass of | 
a cow that “never did very well.” 
The Bureau of Animal Industry 
urges livestock owners to have a 
careful autopsy 
made on animals 
dying on the farm or killed because 
of sickness, In order that the de­ 
finite 
cauie 
of 
trouble 
may 
be 
learned. 
Carcasses 
that 
ghow 
lesions 
of 
infectious 
diseases 
should not be fed. Instead, such car­ 
casses should be cared for so that 
no 
part 
can 
be 
eaten by bogs. 
Thorough destruction 
of the car­ 
casses by burning, or by deep burial 
under a liberal application of quick-; 
lime, is the proper procedure in t 
such caids. 
Attention is called also 
to the danger of feeding offal from 
slaughtered animala to swine, as 
such a practice is another source 
of infection.

Country's Currency Remains Stable While That of Other 
- Nations Depreciates and Exchange Brings 
Some Odd Results

BERNE, Switzerland, Dec. IO.— 
As a result of the war turning topsy­ 
turvy the world’s basis of values, es­ 
pecially in the matter of foreign ex­ 
change, Switzerland has become the 
seat of the most fantastic finance the 
world has yet seen. 
By not having participated in the 
war, Switzerland’s financial, indus­ 
trial and economical condition at the 
present time is one to be envied— 
no matter how much the Swiss them­ 
selves may deplore it. Especially as 
the result of not having contracted 
any war debts or expenditures and 
of not having made any unlimited 
issues of paper currency with which 
to tide over the war period, Swiss 
currency has remained almost unaf­ 
fected by the crisis of foreign ex­ 
change and Ute depreciation of cur­ 
rencies from which all the belliger­ 
ents are now severely suffering. 
Five francs of Swiss money today 
are worth just about $1 the same as 
they were before the war, where 
from eight to ten or twenty francs 
of other countries are necessary to 
purchase a single greenback of the 
minimum denomination. 
As a consequence, Switzerland, the 
only 
country 
in 
Central 
Europe 
which retains something of its nor­ 
mal financial standing, has become 
a sort of an oasis in a desert of fi­ 
nancial disaster. It is a sort of clear­ 
ing house, or solid financial rock 
where the bewildered people of oth­ 
er countries can come for the time 
being amt get their financial bal­ 
ance readjusted abd their sense of 
values 
re-established 
before 
em­ 
barking on 
new 
financial 
enter­ 
prises. 
Wierd and Fantastic 
The resultng operations are often 
wierd and fantastic to the extreme 
degree, resembling something in un­ 
expectedness the high finance adven­ 
tures of America and yet always with 
a different note.
